So  the  I>ep.\rt:.;ent  of  A-gri culture  rorainds  farp.ers  v/hich  va.-;;etables  for  the  fresh 
market  will  "st  first  preference  on  Is-bor ,  p.r'^ckaging  materials,  fertilisers  and 
transportation.    Here's  the  order  of  preference:  carrots,  kale,  snap  beans,  lima 
beans,  beets,  sv/eet  corn,  tomatoes,  cabbage,  onions,  spinach,  green  peas.  Goals 
call  for  increases  of  all  these  vegetables  for  the  fresh  raarjoet  —  increases 
ranging  frorn  55  percent  for  carrots  to  1  percent  for  green  peas.    Goals  call  for 
the  same  acrea^je  of  asparagus  as  last  year,  and  f ey/er  acres  of  tj'.e se  crops; 
green  pep-iers,  carliflov.^er ,  eggplant,  lettuce,  cantaloupes,  v/atermelons ,  celriry
